The school building committee was 
scheduled to discuss construction bidding 
for the $11.72 million project during a 
meeting last night at town hall, according 
to Town Manager Jared S.A. Clark. 

The manager said he expects the project 
to be put out for bids by the end of 
February; originally, the building com- 
mittee had planned to accept bids this 
month. 

However, he pointed out that the com- 
pletion date for the project is still targeted 
‘for September, 1983. 

Partly to blame for the delay was the 
need to redesign the new 1250-seat high 
school auditorium, to bring the project in 
at the budget approved by 1980 town 
meeting. Clark explained. That redesign 
was recently completed to cut $280,748 
from the estimated cost. 

He added that the architects, from 
Perley F. Gilbert Associates of Lowell, 
‘‘got backed up and lost a little time. But 
there has been no material harm to the 
project.”’ 

“If the delay had been much longer, we 
might have had some trouble completing 
the project on schedule,”’ he noted. 

Because the auditorium redesign 
represented a budget savings, funds ap- 
propriated for the building program by 
1978 town meeting can be stretched to last 
until February, Clark said. 

Those funds, $720,000, were expected to 
run out this month, he explained. 

The building committee was also ex- 
pected to consider Tuesday night the 
possibility of hiring one contractor to com- 
plete all three parts of the building 
program: additions and renovations at 
Doherty School, including the renovation 
of East Junior High’s Memorial 
Auditorium; renovations and the addition

The committee had previously discussed 
hiring up to three contractors to handle 
the project, the manager said. But 
William Mansell, recently hired as project 
manager, has determined that the town 
may be better. off hiring one contractor, 
the manager said. 

Mansell reached that conclusion after 
consulting with ‘‘several major construc- 
tion firms in the area,’’ Clark reported. 
‘The manager explained that state law 
requires the town to file sub-bids: ‘If we 
treat it as three projects, we will be re- 
quired to have three times the number of 
sub-bids — which would drive up the 
cost.”’ 

Treating the project as one large pro- 
ject, rather than two or three smaller 
ones, will also give the town and schools 
“greater flexibility’’ as construction is 
completed while the schools are in ses- 
sion, he pointed out. 

“With one large project, the contractor 
will have greater flexibility to assign 
crews. and in working with sub- 
contractors,’’ Clark said. 

While building construction at the three 
schools may be put out for one bid, the en- 
tire project will be broken into three parts 
for bidding. the manager indicated: 
building construction, playing field 
renovation, and equipment.

The town may try to sell bond anticipa- 
tion notes for the $11.72 million school 
building program in February, the town 
manager said Friday, with an eye towards 
seeking permanent financing in June, 
when the market may be more favorable. 

Town Manager Jared S.A. Clark said the 
school building committee planned to dis- 
cuss selling the notes at a meeting 
scheduled for, last night. 

The manager expressed some relief that 
the building program timetable does not 
require selling the notes now, when. in- 
terest rates are peaking. ‘‘I am confident 
that by mid-February, interest rates will 
be down.”’ he indicated. 

*‘We will have up to two years to pay 
back the notes with permanent financing, 
which we will probably go for in June.”’ 

Clark said several bankers have advised 
him that the money markets should be 
‘‘more favorable’”’ by then. 

He added that it is ‘‘unfortunate’’ the 
town did not sell its bonds during October, 
as originally planned, because ‘‘we would 


not clogged up with snow to avoid possible 
carbon monixide leakage into the car 
when the motor is running.

be earning 20 percent now.”’ 

The manager had hoped to sell the notes 
in October. before the expected passage of 
Proposition 2% could thrust municipal 
bonds into an uncertain position. 

However, the bank’s delay in printing 
the prospectus pushed the sale date too 
close to the Nov. 4 election, and Clark 
decided to hold off the sale until after the 
election. when the uncertainty surroun- 
ding 2% might be eased a bit. 

Clark said he now has little hope that the 
state legislature will amend Proposition 
2% to exempt bonds and debt interest 
from the new two-aid-one-half percent an- 
nual levy limit, ‘‘at least not in the short 
term.” 

‘Listening to (Representative Gerald) 
Cohen and others, I don’t think they plan to 
exempt debt and interest from the 2% 
cap.’ Clark indicated. ‘‘Their attitude 
seems to be, the people voted for it, and 
now they'll have to live with it. 

‘The legislature is a reactionary body,”’ 
he added. 

But even with the burden of 2%, the 
town should carry forward the building 
program, he emphasized: ‘‘Andover’s 
secondary school facilities are going to be 
with us for a long time,”’ he said, ‘‘but I 
don’t think Proposition 24, as it now 
stands, will be around for a long period of 
time.” 

In addition to the selling of the bond an- 
ticipation notes, the building committee 
was slated to discuss putting the three- 
part project out for bids — also in 
February — and a few ‘‘minor details’ of 
the project during a brief meeting, Clark 
reported.

WASHINGTON -- Two 
upper-class Englishmen, 
Guy Burgess and Donald 
McLean, betrayed the Brit- 
ish intelligence ca) alae 
during the Cold War by 
working as Soviet moles 
with masterspy Kim Philby. 
To this day, the mention of 
Burgess and McLean can 
cause a British intelligence 
expert to rattle his teacup. 
The three secret Soviet 
agents succeeded in defect- 
ing to Russia unscathed 
after having spent years 
funneling innermost secrets 
to the Kremlin. 

Now two former CIA 
operatives are creating sim- 
ilar consternation in the 
upper echelons of the Wash- 
ington intelligence establish- 
ment. The secret file on 
their renegade operation is 
known to insiders as the 
Terpil-Wilson case. 

Frank Terpil and Edwin 
Paul. Wilson both vanished 
from the country after being 
indicted on gun-running 
charges. They are believed 
to be serving the terrorist 
interests of Libya’s rabid 
leader Muammar Qaddafi. 

Terpil was last reported 
to have found refuge in 
Syria which has formed an 
unholy alliance with Qaddafi 
while Wilson apparently 
took it on the lam to Libya. 

The two American fugi- 
tives would be warmly wel- 
comed by Qaddafi because 
of their CIA expertise in 
training terrorists. They are

training Arab killer squads 
in using them. The. deadly 
plastic bombs can be plant- 
ed in such seemingly inno- 
cent objects as telephone 
books in airports, tubes of 


toothpaste, or luggage lock- 
ers. 


Even more alarming to 
the CIA, according to our 


sources, is the fact that Ter- 
pil and Wilson may have 
revealed some of the 
agency’s most carefully 
guarded counter-intelligence 
operations against Arab 
militants. 

From the inner sanctums 
of .the CIA in suburban 
Virginia, officials report 
that Libya has suddenly 
demonstrated a sophisticat- 
ed awareness of U.S. intelli- 
gence capabilities. Qaddafi 
tactics in the beleaguered 
revolutionary neighboring 
country of Chad and else- 
where in the volatile Middle 
East reflect a new aware- 
ness of Washington’s moves 
before they take place. 

CIA analysts privately 
admit they are “curious” 
about this turn of events. 
They’re deeply worried that 
Libya’s sudden knowledge of 
American operations 
throughout the world is not 
just guesswork, but the 
result of a couple of turn- 
coat “technical advisers” 
known as Terpil and Wilson. 

URUGUAY’S LIBERTAD 
HELL: A super-secret report 
has reached Washington 
which divulges an appalling 
look at the living hell which 
prevails in Uruguay’s 
infamous Libertad prison 
where the military regime 
has condemned political 


dissidents. The documentary 
report was written by a rep- 
resentative of the Interna- 
tional Red Cross who pene- 
trated the grim precincts of 


Libertad. 
Almost without exception, 


such reports to the Interna- 
tional Red Cross never are 


allowed to be seen by outsid- 
ers. 

But the Libertad story of 
Shame has reached our 
hands. Here are some of the 
dreadful findings of the Red 
Cross emissary, Jean Fran- 
cois Labarthe, who visited 
the Uruguayan dungeon ear- 
lier this year: 

-- Nearly one-third of the 
prison’s 1,200 inmates are in 
solitary confinement, some 
of them for as long as seven 
years, 24 hours a day. Many 
are denied their only privi- 
lege -- a one-hour daily walk 
outside the cells. 

-- Even outside the cell, a 
Libertad prisoner is psycho- 
logically at the mercy of the 
guards. “Whenever a prison- 
er moves outside of his cell,”’ 
Labarthe wrote, “he has to 
keep his hands behind his 
back and his eyes fixed 
directly in front of him. A 
glance over his shoulder or 
up to the floor above, and he 
will forfeit the walking hour 
for several days, which 
means being confined in his 
9’ by 6’ cell, 24 hours a day. 
The prisoner becomes a 
walking number.” 

-- Family visits can result 
in additional inhumane 
punishments, particularly 
when a child of a prisoner is 
involved. Labarthe reported: 
“The child who comes to vis- 
it leaves his or her mother 


behind the barbed wire per- 
imeter to meet his or her 
The visit, 
which takes .place on a 
bench, will be stopped as 
soon as the father makes an 
affectionate gesture. The 
punishment will be one or 
two months of disciplinary

cell with no visits ... In any 
event, following each visit, 
the child is interrogated by a 
guard.” 

Even after having served 
a prescribed sentence, the 
hapless Libertad victim can 
be denied freedom. “If the 
prisoner, or rather his fami- 
ly, cannot raise the money to 
reimburse the cost of board 
and lodging at Libertad, the 
prisoner will not be 
released,” the report noted. 

Labarthe informed his 
Red Cross superiors that the 
Uruguayan penitentiary 
lives up to its dread “‘reputa- 
tion of bringing about the 
physical and moral break- 
down of the inmates.” 

RUSSIAN PROPAGAN- 
DA: If you dial 600 on your 
A.M. radio dial, you can 
very likely listen to Moscow. 
For 18 hours a day, a 
Havana station is beaming 
taped music and news pre- 
pared by Soviet propaganda 
experts into American 
homes. 

They are transmitted over 
a 150,000-watt transformer 
powerful enough to drown 
out local U.S. stations. The 
announcers speak perfect 
English and the communist 
slant to their news is subtle. 

Thus far, U.S. authorities 
have made no effort to jam 


the broadcasts.
